I might read to you many rev 
tions in this Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants (having the book in his 
hand) upon this same subject, in 
which the Lord plainly says that cer- 
tain things shall take place.

INTERESTING ARCHZOLOGICAL DISCOVERY IN 
THE CRIMEA. 
—0 


WE have received the following in- 
teresting communication from Mr. 
Barnes Steveni, the author of the 
article describing Captian Pjeshkoff's 
ride of 5,000 miles, published in the 
United Service Magazme, and referred 
to in our notice of that excellent 

riodical: During the writers late 
journey through the south of Russia 
and the Caucasus his attention was 
frequently arrested by the immense 
number of koorgans, or ‘tumuli,’ 
which are to be found in these parts 
of Russia, as also in the Crimea. 
These objects of antiquity are so 
numerous that there must at least be 
several thousand of them in European 
Russia alone. A friend of the writer’s, 
who had opened some of these burial 
mounds, or ‘tumuli,’ in the Caucasus 
whilst making a railway cutting, dis- 
covered 5 Ibs. of gold in one of them, 
also two small chambers decorated with 
frescoes. The gold consisted mostly 
of jewelry, or portions of ornaments 
belonging to the harness and armour 
worn during the age of the hians. 
Another burial mound has only lately 
been opened at Simpheropole, in the 
Crimea, at a place called the ‘Golden 
Mound.’ Four ‘tumuli’ were found 
at this place and opened by the mem- 
bers of a Russian archzological society. 
In one of them the excavators dis- 
covered the skeleton of an immense

man with his head towards the east, 
and resting on his round iron shield. 
The neck of the deceased was encir- 
cled by a massive gold ring, or tor- 

ue.’ On the breast of the skeleton 
there was found the shoulder-blade of 
a horse, probably the remains of what 
had once been the favorite steed of 
the dead warrior. In a vessel close 
by the workmen found twenty-five 
gold and thirty-nine brass buttons or 

rooches, decorated with various kinds 
of ornamental work. A short iron 
sword, rusted with age, was also found 
by the side of the dead Scythian. The 
only object which was in a good state 
of preservation was the golden sheath 
of a knife. Among the other objects 
discovered was a wooden quiver con- 
taining 200 arrows. The shield on 
which the body had been buried was 
oval in shape, and 2 of small 
pieces of metal ickly nailed 
on a wooden surface. Besides the 
above-mentioned articles of interest 
there are found a great many frag- 
ments of clothing decora with 
small thin silver coins. The excava- 
tors, who found several other objects 
of interest, believe that this mound 
is the tomb of a Scythian or Sarmat 
chieftain of high rank.” We also 
furnish some additional facts on this 
subject in another part of this issue.

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Work on the Niagara water-power tunnel will be begun at ance. About 200men will 
be employed at first. Three 10 feet by 20 feet shafts will be sunk to the level of the 
tunnel, and from them a heading will be run each way. Over a mile of tunnel is to be 
completed within fifteen months. 

The Hague, Wednesday evening, Oct. 29th.— The Standards Correspondez publishes 
the official decree of the States General declaring the King incapable of carrying on the 
Government. From the 30th the Council of State will be temporarily charged with the 
Royal power, and a bill providing for a Regency is expected to be passed in the course 
of a fortnight. 

Electric lighting, says M. Fontaine, did not make its appearance until near the close 
of the year 1873. It was in Paris, in November 1873, in the workshop of M. Gramme, 
that the first installation on a really industrial scale of electric lighting took place, by 
means of a continuous current dynamo and Serrin regulators. It was alsoin Paris, in 
1877, that the Jablochkoff candle was first employed; sixteen lights, distributed over a 
distance of about 1,100 yards, being supplied by a single alternate current Gramme 
machine. Paris, therefore, had the honor of possessing the first public and private 
lighting produced by means of electric currents. M. Fontaine thinks that in 189] or 
1892 the electric lighting in Paris will require for its production motive force equal, in 
round numbers, to 32,000 horse-power.— Scientific American. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Datly News telegraphs:—Professor Koch, who has 
hitherto been rather reserved in speaking of his experiments for the cure of consumption, 
announces that he has now found the remedy. The professor still maintains silence as to 
the details of his discovery, as he has stil] some finishing touches to give to his experi- 
ments; but it is understood that the remedy is not to be had ready made at the druggist’s. 
Nor can it be made by them. It is similar to the lymph used in vaccination, and is often 
obtained with great trouble. By the inoculation of this substance the body of the patient 
will be brought tosuch a condition that the consumption bacillus cannot live. The dis 
ease is thus checked and the body rendered proof against further attacks. Professor 
Koch has given up his lectures at the University for the present in order to devote him- 
self entirely to the completion of his method, which he hopes to be able to publish in a 
few weeks. It is equally applicable to man and animals. 

A Parisian doctor claims to have discovered a plan by which cremation may be super- 
seded, sepulture rendered unnecessary, and our-ancestors, instead of smiling grimly from 
smoky picture-frames on the walls of our dining-rooms, may be conveniently disposed, in 
the shape of life-size statues, in some apartment devoted to the purpose, or may even be 
stored away in the garret as so much harmless lumber. To the process which he has 
discovered the doctor in question gives the name of Galvanoplasty. The body of the 
deceased person is first embalmed, then subjected to a bath of nitrate of silver, from 
which, after going through further treatment, it comes out bearing the appearance of 
polished silver. It is then immersed in a galvanic bath containing a solution of copper 
a layer of which is deposited all over, constituting a sort of hermetically sealed case, in 
which the body may be preserved for an indefinite period. The cost of the process up to 
this point is about three or four hundred francs for an infant, and for an adult so many 
thousands. Wealthy persons could, of course, have their deceased friends electro-plated 
in silver or gold according to taste.

RELIGIOUS BIGOTRY. 

If we, could credit the Mormons with genuine repentance for their polygamy, we 
might§both believe their, recent statement and rejoice over the declaration which they 
have published. But their Congress representative, Mr. George Q. Cannon, is candid 
andjconfesses that he still adheres to. his conviction of the rectitude of polygamous mar- 
riages. He frankly, allows] that they} have made this concession to public sentiment 
because the little oommunityfof Mormons cannot head against sixty millions of Ameri- 
cans. With forty-two conspicuous Mormons in prisons, and with the threat of extensive 
disfranchisement hanging over, them, these modern instructors in immorality, who varnish 
their viciousness with quasi-religious phrases, are compelled to yield. Seeing that their 
land has by thisztime been pretty well occupied, and their polygamy is now to be re- 
pressed, they will have few material inducements to offer to converts. Hence we may 
expect that these Latter-day Saints have stretched to the extreme length of their tether.

earth. The portions now remaini 
unoccupied are mostly sterile or arid. 
It is true that there are wide stretches 
of land in British America and 
Asiatic Russia that are capable of 
producing grain and meat, but the 
climate is very cold. This is not the 
first time that the prophecy has been 
made that the human race would die 
from starvation at last. Many years 
ago Malthus demonstrated to his own 
satisfaction that such would be the 
final fate of the masters of creation, 
But the race has doubled since then, 
and food of nearly all kinds has be- 
come cheaper. A long time has 
since there was a famine in 
any part of the world. The farmers 


in most countries wish there were 
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more mouths to feed. Science and 
inventive ingenuity have done much 
toward increasing the available food 
supply. The discovery of the canning 
process has prevented half the fruit 
annually produced from going to 
waste. It has made it practicable to 
carry fresh fruit round the world and 
to preserve it an unlimited time. It 
has done for fish what it has done for 
perishable fruits. Quick and cheap 
transportation has made the distribu- 
tion of food easy. A populous city 
can now levy contributions on —

Dr. Mor, of Victoria, in an 
interesting letter addressed to Lord 
Lansdowne, Governor-General of 
India, claims to have discovered the 
secret of snake-poisoning. Dr. Muel- 
ler’s theory is that snake poison sus- 
pends the action of the motor and 
vaso-motor nerve - centres. It is 
merely a dynamic action, and does 
not destroy tissue. It follows almost 
as a matter of course that the proper 
antidote is something that stimulates 
and increases the functional activity 
of these nerve-centres. And this 
remedy isstrychnine. It is applied,” 
he writes, subcutaneous injections of 
10 to 20 minima of the liquor strych- 
nine and continued every fifteen 
minutes until the ing effect of 
the snake venom on the motor and 
vaso-motor nerve-cell are removed 
and slight strychnia symptoms super- 
vene. The quantity of the drug 
required for this purpose depends on
